Friday H February Hi, the annual 
exercises in honor of the founder 
of John B. Stetson University 
were held in the university audi¬ 
torium. The event of the day 
was a splendid and most interesting 
address by Doctor Shailcr Mat¬ 
thews, dean of the Divinity School 
of Lhc University of Chicago. Dr. 
Matthews is a man of national repu¬ 
tation, one of the foremast theo¬ 
logians of the world i and noted 
as a. thinker, lecturer and man 
of affairs;. The theme of bis ad¬ 
dress was ""What Part Shall the 
United States Play in the Com¬ 
ing Alignment of the World Pow¬ 
ers f 1 Will the policy of our onun- 
try which lias been au Long one of 
isolation, be changed at this time 
of international crisis? Will our 
country continue Lo attempt to 
avoid, 1 J entangling alliance* ?’ r 

Dr. Matthews traced the growth 
of nationalism in Europe, showing 
how expansion of the nations has 
resulted in the extension of ".spheres 
of influence" by either methods 
of concession or of frank exploita¬ 
tion. He [jointed out that the 
national policy of all the European 
powers has been to back up com¬ 
merce with the soldier; that the 
maxim, trade follows the flag, 
means only this. He showed how 
that the backing up of commercial 
interests by the national govern¬ 
ments results inevitably in war. 

Dr. Matthews declared that the 
time had come when it is quite 
impossible for the United States to 
remain isolated further Thai we 
are entangled already. That the 
Monroe Doctrine itself a foreign 
alliance. That history itself is only 
that. The question then is, what 
part shaO the United States play 
in this impending international sit* 
nation r Shall we follow the Euro¬ 
pean policy uf backing up commerce 
with an array; of exploitation: 
Ur shall we introduce inLo the al¬ 
liance of the nations, the concept 
of brotherhood and frateim T ism ? 

Following the address of Dr, 
Matthews,, Dr. Hulley delivered 
the Presentation Day address, pay¬ 
ing a tribute to those who have 
made lhc university what it is, 
and acknowledging many gifts dur¬ 
ing the year. He spoke briefly 
of the impending difficulties with 
Germany- At Ihe end of his ad¬ 
dress, Miss Mary Halley gave a 
recitation in honor of the flag.
